Boer Artillery Silenced. 

“The artillery in front was. shelling 
the hill, and the King’s Royal Rifles, on 
the right front, were busy with the max- 
ims, making the Boers anxious about 
their position. ‘Their artillery 
silenced by the splendid service of ours. 

“Meanwhile a squadron of the Eight-

“The artillery continued to play on 
Smith's hill with a range of nearly 3,000 
yards.

It was in the execution of this 
maneuver that the casualties to our in- 
fantry occurred, several men being killed 
or wounded. 

“The firing now eased off on our side, 
and only a solitary shot was returned 
now and then. General Symonds, taking 
advantage of this lull, rode forward with 
his staff in front of the guns, taking 
cover at the rear of the plantation, near 
the basa of the hill. All this time our 
infartry in extended formation had 
€&radually pressed forwar@ watching the 
Boers from the rear of the artillery and 
Massing on the extreme left of the hill. 

British Troops Climb the Hill. 

“IT saw three shells in quick succession 
cut some to pieces and drive others away. 
The Boer fire was becoming hot. but the 
First battalion of the King’s Royal Ri- 
fles and the Irish Fusileers, led respec- 
tively by Colore] Gunning and Colonel 
Carlton, continued to mount the _ hill. 
Gradually they extended along the ridge 
and at 10 o’clock, after four and a half 
hours of artillery firing to screen them, 
they managed to reach a wall, running 
Parallel with the ridge about 600 yards 
from tha summit. 

“This position was gatned under cover 
of some magnificent shooting by our ar- 
tillerymen, who placed shells at points 
Where the Boers were massed, with amaz- 
ing accuracy, compelling them to retire. 
But not for long. On again the determin- 
ed enemy would come, only to be beaten 
back again by the excellent: shooting of 
the Thirteenth and Sixty-ninth batteries 
under Major Dawkingyand Major King. 

“At 11:45 a. m. the firing had almost 
ceased, and our ‘nfantry were over the 
wall in a twinkling and rushing toward 
the plateau at the base of the top or 


Secondary ridge. Defense made by the 
Boers was most determined, the enemy 
again una again pouring a long fusilade 


lire into the British ranks, which was hot- 
ly returned in well directed volleys by the 
Slowly advancing Dublin Fusileers and 
King's Royal Rifles. 

Boers Shift Position. 

“A large body of Boers, driven from 
Smith’s hill, took refuge in a cattle kraal, 
intending a cross fire. The Thirteenth 
battery opened fire, however, and poured 
In such a hail of bullets as caused them 
Speedily to shift the position. 

“Thus far the enemy have displayed un- 
doubted courage; perhaps unequaled by 
the best European troops. They had stood 
Up to our scattering artillery fire with 
the greatest determination and then, on 
Falana ridge, standing clearly out on 
the sky line, they still appeared unbeaten 
tnd defiant. The battle had now raged

BRITONS ADVANCE WITH RUSH 


Boers Unable To Stand the Bayonet | 


Charge Following Artillery Duel. 

Ladysmit'1, October 22.—Realizing that 
the first attack on Glencoe was part of 
a general combined attack by three col- 
umns and that the situation was still 
serious so long as the Boers held the 
railway at Elandslaaete, severing com- 
munication between Ladysmith and Dun- 
dee, Sir Georga Stewart White on Friday 
resolved to give battle with a view of re- 
capturing Elandslaagte. 

On the morning of that day all the 
mounted troops here, supported by two 
battalions of infantry and two batteries 
of artillery, reconnoitered some twelve 
niles along the Newcastle road, an open, 
rolling country, very suitable for cavalry 
operations, although the going was heavy 
after tha recent rains. 

On approaching within three miles or 
so of the break in the railway line, our 
men saw the Boer outposts falling back 
apparently in no great force. We cap- 
tured four, who had mistaken our men 
for Boers until we were too near for them 
to get away. Then our men returned and 
Jate Friday night General White deter- 
mined to advance in force om Elands- 
laagte at an early hour the following 
morning. It was imperative to dislodge 
the Boers from Elandslaagte, as we had 
learned that the Orange Free _ State 
burghers were cescending from their po- 
sitiong on the slopes of the Drakenberg, 
from Tintwa and other western. passes 
to co-operate with those already posted 
at Elandslaacte. 

Twelve Hundred Boers in Line. 


At an early hour our forces moved out 
by road and rail. It was computed: that 
there were about 1,200 Boers, with big 
©euns and maxims covering their front, 
and occupying a well chosen position at 
the base of a hill some little distance 
south of Elandslaagte. On both flanks 
were strong kopjes, on which were three 
big guns strongly posted and command- 
ing a wide sweep on all sides, leaving an 
opening for retreat. 

A, British armored train, supported by 
two train loads of infantry, immediately 
on approaching the enemy’s position, was 
shelled by the Boers. Our artillery was 
at once brought up and drove the Boers 
from their guns, making a series of bril- 
liant dashes into the valley and up the 
successive heights to get nearer. the 
Boer main position.

MAN DROPS BEAB AT FIRST VOLLEY 


Posse Starts After the Highwaymen 
and Desperate Battle Ensues, 
Resulting in Second Death. 


Atchison, Kas., October 22.—Two rob- 
bers Jast night shot and killed one man 
and wounded another in a store at Doni- 
phan, which they later robbed, and to- 
day ambushed and shot and killed a 
policeman and wounded another - man, 
both members of a posse pursuing them. 
Tonight the robbers are surrounded six 
miles north of Atchison, and an attempt 
to arrest them will be made at daylight.

JOHN BROWN, of Doniphan. 

ROBERT N. DICKERSON, Atchison. 

The wounded are: 

Charles Kuchs, Doniphan, 
Hayes, Atchison. 

The robbers entered thle store of Kuchs, 
at Doniphan, at 8 o'clock last night, and 
at the point of revolvers ordered a num- 
ber of men present to hold up their 
hands. The order was obeyed quickly, 
and one of the robbers started for the 
money drawer. 

Kuchs and a man named Brown made 
a move to resist. Two pistols in the 
hands of the robbers cracked instantly. 
Brown fell dead where he stood, and 
Kuchs winced from a wound in his arm. 
This was the signal to flee, and the store 
was cleared in an instant, while the rob- 
bers hurriedly emptied the till and made 
off. A party made up ‘of Atchison and 
Doniphan men, heavily armed, started 
out this morning in search of the rob- 
bers. Late this afternoon six miles north 
of Atchison they came upon the robbers 
unawares, the latter firing upon them 
from ambush. Robert Dickerson, an 
Atchison policeman, was shot and killed 
at the first volley, and before a success- 
ful rally could be made by the pursuers, 
Hayes fell with a bullet in his arm,

CONVICT MAKES CONFESSION. 


Three-Year Man Tells of Four Mur- 
ders He Has Committed. 
Stillwater. Minn., October 22.—J. C. Me- 
Bride. a convict at the prison serving a 
sentence of three vears for an assault, 
has made a remarkable confession, show- 
ing him to be one of the most high-hand- 
ed murderers in the country. His con- 
fession was made to Warden Wolfer, in 
a letter In which he related the murder 
of two officers, Joseph Grant and John 
McNutt. at Gereva, Il.. on August 29, 
1886; the murder of Jiia Buckmore, at 
Geneva; a postoffice robbery and the 
murder of the marshal of Ossawetomie, 
Kan.: the burglary of a hardware store 
rock, Neb., and many burglaries and 

highway robberies, 

Speaking of the circumstances 
murder of Grant and McNutt at 
he says: 

“Two pals and myself were in 
of committing a burglary at Geneva 
early in the morning on August 29, 1886, 
We entered the house of an undertaker 
for the purpose of robbery. My two 
pals were arrested by these officers. I 
walked some distance away from the 
place of the robbery and secreted my- 
self behind a tree, and when the officers 
cama along with my two pals I shot 
them, killing Officer McNutt instantly 
and wounding Officer Grant fatally. 

“ft also murdered a woman by the 
name of Julia Buckmore in the outskirts 
of Geneva about two weeks before I mur- 
dered the officers.

Denounces Quzts as a Scoundrel, Thief 
and Liat, 


LANGUAGE CALLS FOR A FIGHT 


Carolina’s Liquor Law Produces An 
other Sensational Card, Which 
May Lead to an Encounter 
Between Two Promi- 
nent Carolinians. 


Columbim, S. C., October 22.—(Specifal.)— 
Some people think the recent dispensary 
exposures by D. A. G. Ouzts will result 
in bloodshed. The members of the board 
of control are out of town, but Captain 
John Black, who was attacked by Ouzts, 
has written a card that seems to call for 
action if the men meet. He also conveys 
a kind of challenge. At the same time 
Mr. Ouzts has written a card, in which he 
says he hears of much talk behind his 
back, but that he is still- in Columbia, 


is not hiding, and then gives. his ad- 
dress. 

Biack’s card is altogether the “‘warm- 
est’’ thing that has been written in Co- 


lumbia for many years. 

A singular coincidence is that Captain 
Black is the son of a man who was sheri® 
of Colleton county for forty years, while 
Ouzts is the son of a like official in Edge- 
field. Black’s card is, in part, as follows: - 

“Since ex-Bookkeeper Ouzts has finished 
his book of revelations, I wish to call the 
attention of the publit to the following 
facts: I have been connected with the 
state dispensary as shipping clerk since 
May, 1898. I served under Colonel Vance, 
the commissioner, till May of the present 
year; from the time I entered upon my 
duties in May, 1898, till Colonel Vance 
left, in May, 1899, there was no reason 
believe or suspect any 
wrong doing; everything worked smooth- 
ly, with the exception of one man; that 
was Ouzts. He was always creating trou- 
ble of some kind in every way he possibly 
could; he wanted to run everything; he 
always disliked me, and, for several rea- 
sons, when the board of control saw fit 
to displace him as shipping clerk I was 
put in his place; this, I have been reliably 
informed, nearly killed him. He had a 
talk at the time with some of the em- 
ployees about me, said that I was no 
gentleman, etc., and that he would have 
ratner had his salary reduced $25 than 
to have lost his place as shipping clerk, 
getting, as Il am told, so much a case on 
certain brands of whisky to ship them. 
All of this passed on till in January, 1899, 
when the legislature met; there had to 
be one member of the board of control 
elected to succeed now ex-Commissioner 
Douthit, then a member of the state board 
of control. His opponent was Hon. T. C. 
Robinson, of Pickens, S. C., and from 
what I had seen of Mr. Robinson .I 
thought him the right man and a better 
man that Douthit. I went to work for 
Robinson; did all that was in my power 
for him. He was elected; this added fuel 
to fire with Ouzts and others. In May

long | missioner, and Ouzts was as near heaven 


as he wanted to be. He said that he 
would have a say when Douthit got it. 
This he has had, in the way of stealing, 
ete. He at once set about to run the 
building—all of the departments. I found 
that he was (every time my back was 
turned) going through amy desk, looking 
at my private papers, t ng to give orders 
to my hands, ete. I told my truck hands 
to tell me when they caught him in my 
desk looking over my papers, books, 
etc. This they did on many  oc- 
casions. At last, a few months ago, 
Mr. H. S. Thomas, one of my hands at 
that time, reported to me that Ouzts had 
been going through everything. I imme- 
diately went to the commissioner's office 
and told Ouzts that if I ever caught him 
in my office again—a thieving 
scoundrel—examining my private papers, 
I would shoot the top of his head off: I 
t6ld him then and there all I knew how, 
and the language could not be mistaken. 
Ll was so rough with him Captain Webb 
came down from up stairs and asked me 
to stop. I tdéld him I would stop as soon 
as Ouzts decided whether or not he was 
going to fight. I offered to fight him any 
way he wished, and, although he weighs 
about 275 pounds and I weigh about 140 
pounds, the cowardly cur didn’t dare open 
his mouth. 

“All of these dates that he has given in 
the papers were stolen from our offices, 
but a large majority of them are lies. He 
says I was drunk and disorderly. Well, 
I suppose he must have been @ coward 
and badly scared when I cursed him for 
all that 1 could, and told him that he was 
a thief. 

“Ouzts has taken all of the mistakes of 
the dispensary and laid them at my door; 
this he knows is a low, cowardly act. I 
to admit that I do make mis-

Once the advance quivered for a 
moment, but then, with ringing, roaring 
cheers, the whole of our force hurled it- 
self forward like an avalanche and swept 
over the kopjes, bayonetting the broken 


/enemy in all directions. 


The Boers were overwhelmed and as- 
tounded. They paused, then retreated, 
then raised the white flag and surrender- 
ed. Two or three hundred broke and ran, 
pursued by the Fifth Lancers, who charg- 
ed through and through them. It was 
quite dark by ‘this time, but the slaughter 
must have been great. The Gordon High- 
landers say the storming of Dargai Ridge 
was mere child’s play compared with this 
attack. 

Boers Lost Heavily. 

The Boer loss must have been heavy. 
The best estimates place it at certainly 
over four hundred killed. One of the cap- 
tured Boers told me that if he had known 
English soldiers could shoot as our men 
did he would never have come. Another 
Boer said he knew he was fighting for a 
lost caus>. Yet a third expressed surprise 
that he had to shoot at men wearing 
khaki. He was terribly dejected. He had 
been told to shoot at men with red coats 
and white collars, and he saw none. His

“It was highly important to strike a 
severe blow, the Orange Free State 
forees are hnown to be concentrated 
northwest of Ladysmith in considerable 
strength.

The Boers have 
mounted a Krupp gun on a bridge com- 
manding the most thickly peopled part. 

Advices from Cape Town say that a 
wholesome fear of a rising in Basutoland 
prevents the Boers invading Cape Col- 
ony, and that on the other hand 
is considerable excitement at Maseru and 
other Basuto stations, arising from na- 
tive apprehensions of Boer attacks. 

It appears that colonial news is in some 
mysterious way supplied to the Boers 
and that their movements depend largely 
on intelligence communicated through na- 
tives. Disquieting information comes 
from Herschel and other points in Cape 
Colony, where the natives are much ex- 
cited. 

There'is no longer, however, any appre- 
hension of even the expected initial suc- 
cess of the Boers. The two victories 
already gained by the British must have 
completely disillusioned them of the idea 
they had gained through the Majuba af- 
fair, and looking to the statements al- 
ready circulated that President Kruger 
himself was opposed to sending the ulti- 
matum. there is speculation in some quar- 
ters that the Boers may now for 
peace. At last it is considered that ali 
fears of a Dutch rising in the British col- 
onies may be set aside. The Times says: 

“They ara honorable foes and -well 
worthy our metal. Their sterling quali- 
ties ought to do much to facilitate the 
ultimate pacification of South Africa. 
That is now the real end of the war. We 
hava to settle once for all the question 
of British supreraacy and to banish for- 
ever the phantem of an Afrikander na- 


tion.’ 
The Daily News on the contrary says:

“It is not at all likely that the two 
victories portend a speedy end of the 
war. The Boers will fight on, und our 


army of occupation must be hurried for- 
ward. The appalling loss of officers and 
men we have sustained shows clearly 
that we have stiff work before us. The 
army corps will have ample work to do. 

“The second British victory, that at 
Elandslaagte, in which the British losses, 
though heavy, were not out of proportion 
to its importance, may be regarded as 
having completely demoralized the well 
laid, but ineffectively executed, plans of 
the Boers, 

“In the opinicn of military circles, it 
will tend to bring the war to a speedy 
conclusion, 

“General White, it is hoped, may have 
been able by this time to relieve Major 
Yule at Glencoe, thus enabling him to 
deal with General Joubert’s column, as 
General Symonds and General French 
have already done with the others. There 
is still to be guarded against a-possible 
raid from the Drakenberg range by Free 
State troops or from Vryheid. through 
Zululand. The British plan will, there- 
fore, to a great extent, be still to remain 
on the defensive, as Sir George White 
has an extended front, threatened at 
many points to protect.”’ 

Town Near Kimberley Surrenders. 

Cape Town, October 23.—It is rumored 
here this morning that Barkley West, 
northwest of Kimberley, has been sur- 
rendered to the Boers without firing a 
shot. Cape volunteers, it is reported, will 
be sent to relieve Kimberly. |

Surgeon General Yan Reypen Submits 
His Annual Report. 


MEDICAL CORPS TOO SMALL 


Force Now at Hand Is Not Half 
Equal to Demands. 


| RANK AND PAY SHOULD BE INCREASED 


Army Can Get All the Medical Aid 
Needed, While No One Seeks’ 
a Place in the Navy. 


| Washington, October 22.—The strongest 
| recommendation in the annual report of 
Surgeon General Van Reypen, just made 
'public is that relating to the increase of 
| the medical corps of the navy. He points 
'out that while there has been a steady 


| inerease in the enlisted force of the navy | 


the 


for the past two years, and while 
marine corps has. been swelled by the 
addition of 3,000 men, there has been no 


Suitable provision made for a correspond- 
‘ing increase in the medical corps, which 
‘is charged with the care of the health of 
i these men. Every surgeon who is not 


partment has been unable to supply sur- 
geons for needed recruiting and other 
duties Surgeon General Van Reypen 
recommends that the corps be increased 
five surgeons and twenty assistant sur- 
geons, and five volunteer surgeons who 
served in the war, and who’ are now in 
| service, be transferred to the regular 
'rolls. It is also requested that the naval 
| assistant surgeons be placed on an eqtal- 
with those of the army in pay and 
|'rank. At present the army can get all 
of the medical service it needs, while the 
navy. can get scarcely any surgeons to 
| serve. There are now four vacancies in 
ithe rank of assistant surgeon, and there 
| will be eight more during the year. and 
'the hope is expressed that the corps will 
not be allowed to die out from lack of 
recruits, which must follow unless the in- 
ducerents are equal to those offered in 
the army at least. 

The surgeon general calls attention to 
the fact that of the eighty-four casualties 
during the war with Spain, only seven- 
teen have resulted in pension applica- 
tions so far, a most noteworthy fact, in 
view of the report that eizhteen of the 
casualties resulted fatally. In concluding 
the report, spectal attention is invited to 
the excellent sanitary conditions existing 
in the navy, and especially in the Asiatic 
¢guadron during the past year.

A Word for Next Year. 

Will the farmers of Georgia listan to 
a word of advice for the coming year? 

In order to make the word effective 
we find it best to give a statement of 
facts from Hon, W. J. Naol, of Rome, 
who for ten years has been conducting 
business between the farmers and the 
merchants of that section. Of the 
prevalent sysfem, ha says: 

The common farmer comes to town in 
the early spring, say about February, to 
“make arrangements” for getting supplies 
to “run him" in making a crop. These ar- 
rangements ronsist of giving to some mer- 
chant a note for $530 or $75 or $100, due the 
following October, with generally a mort- 
gage on his mule and cow, or his pair of 
| mules and Wagon, coupled with an obliga- 
| tion for a crop mortgagg as soon as the 
| same is planted, as secuNity for the note. 
This gives him a line of credit at that 
| house for the amount of his note, and lim- 
'its him to that house in his purchase; 
'for on giving the mortgage he has put it 
out of his power to get credit elsewhere 
and placed himself absolutely in the 
hands of one merchant. While his credit 
lasts he feels pretty comfortable and buys 
freely, for no immediate cash is needed 
and pay day seems a long way off. 

Having thus bound himself hand and 
foot, if this farmer buys corn the 
credit price is 75 cents, while it is go- 
ing at 50 cents cash. If he buys meat, 
the credit price is 10 cents, whila it 
sells at 7 cents cash. If he buys flour 
it is $3, while it could be bought for 
' $2.50. If he buys his wife a pair of 
shoes he pays $1.50, whereas he could 
buy a better shoe for $1 cash. No 
use for him to kick or protest about 
prices. When he gave the mortgage 
he tied himself hand and foot. He 
'has no choice. He cannot go else- 
whare. He cannot decline to buy. The 
lash is over him and the necessity {s 
his master. The growth of the mort- 
gage busines§, under these conditions, 
has been enormous. There {fs ona 
Floyd county mule which has been 
mortgaged eighteen times. Savs Mr.. 
Neel upon this point: 

One house in Rome has heretofore taken 
as many as sixty mortgages in a day in 
the spring, and. the aggregate will annu- 
ally run into the thousands. Book after 
book has been filled with them in the 
clerk's office, until the vault in the rourt- 
hous is bulging with mighty volumes of 
mortgages. This thing is appalling. One 
.stands amazed and aghast when he con. 
, templates the magnitude and immensity 
| ofit. Think of the profit the farmer pays 
| for the poor privilege of buying his sup- 
plies on time and giving a mortgage to 
secure its payment! It is no exaggeration 
to say that the average difference be- 
tween cash and credit prices in the spring 
and summer months 331-3: per cent. 
These accounts are made in the spring 
and mature October. Ist. The average 
time for them to run will not exceed, 
and generally will not reach, six months. 
So the farmer pays at the rate of 66 2-3 
per cent per annum fnterest for the goods 
he buys on time, in excess of what he 
would pay if he parried the money in his 
pocket when he went to buy. 

It is out of such a condition as Is 
here described that too many of. our 
farmers have been trying to extricate 
themselves by waiting for a rise in tne 
market, when the condition nevar yet 
existed ‘that would bear such a load. 
'When August comes and the crop is 
| within four weeks of delivery, even 
though “bear’’ conspiracy is in sight, 
tha farmer has no moral right, nor 
has he the power, to hold back his 
crop in order to break down the com- 
Dination. The merchant who carried 
him is likewise in debt and must have 
his money, otherwise mercantila bank- 
ruptey would follow agricultural de- 
moralization. There is nothing to do 
but to walk right into the bear’s maw 
and make the best of it. 

It is to the future, however, that the 
_word of advica can be directed. If, 
as Mr. Neel holds, this system couid 
be reversed, and the farmer could ar- 
range to run his business one year 
ahead instead of one year behind, the 
agricultural problem in €ieorgia woutd 
be solved! The time is at hand for 
_ work on this Tine, 
take this matter into consideration be- 
fora they begin the pitching of next 
year’s business? At all hazards, ar- 
range so that the cotton crop of 1900 
cannot be forced into market next Sep- 
tember. Now is the time for farmers 
togethar and 
'have a perfect understanding, so that 


is 


the holding back of the crop, if it be- 
comes necessary, may not hurt the 
other.

Sir Thomas Lipton may nnd some

We do not count 
the contest for supremacy already set- 
tled, but yesterday’s race was certain- 
ly a fair test of the American yacht, 
and it is bound to inspire us with 
greater confidence for the future, The 
criticisms that have been hurled at 
Mrs. Iselin and the men in charge 
of the Columbia had the naturai ten- 
dency of weakening the confidence 
of many people in the yacht herself 
and in her handlers, and her splendid 
performances yesterday, will at least 
insure united American support in tha 
other races. 

The cup is not lost or won by yes- 
terday’s race. ‘That has demonstrat- 
ed that both yachts are excellent; 
that they are very naarly matched, 
and.that the fate of the cup will de- 
pend upon wind conditions and han- 
dling. That means a fair and sports- 
manlike contest, with neither having 
any great advantage. If under these

ATLANTA IN RHYME 
FIFTY YEARS AGO 


A half century ago Atlanta’s journalists 
and poets were fully as enthusiastic in 
their praises of the Gate City as they are 
now. 

Billville’s immortal bard was not here 
in those days, but when poets were 
needed they came to the front in obedi- 
ence to the universal law of supply and 
cemand. 

As I write I have before me a copy of 
the carrier’s New Year’s address of The 
Southern Miscellany, a weekly newspaper, 
published and edited here in 1849, by the 
late Cornelius H. Hanleiter. It is yellow 
with age and somewhat tattered, but the 
text is easily read. 


— — 


Colonel Hanleiter was one of the bright- 
est and most successful journalists of his 
time in this region. When he wrote this 
carrier’s address, the war with Mexico 
was ended, but the whigs were still sore 
over it, as will appear from the following 
lines: 


“However well it pleased some folks, 

We did not like this war of Polk's; 

We thought it quite unnecessary, 

Inglorious and expensive, very: 

The people, too, embrace our views, 

As plainly shown by the late news. 

Weary of Polk and all his pack, 

They've called to rule our friend, ‘Old 
Zack.’ 


“The whigs are now a merry set, 

And democrats are in a fret; 

All in a perfect shake and shiver, 
About their voyage up Salt river.’’ 

At that time Atlanta had more bar- 
rooms than any other town in the state, 
in proportion to population, but the editor 
was a strong temperance man, In his 
address he wrote: 


“We've noted, too, with grateful pride, 
How Temperance, to heaven allied, 

Is sweeping o’er our favored land, 

A tide majestically grand. 

May it chase and soon banish hence 
All vestige of intemperance, 

And men from the pollution shrink 
Of sense and soul-destroying drink!’ 


The poet referred in complimentary 
terms to such liberal Atlanta advertisers 
as Barnum, Norcross, Wheat, McPher- 
son and Austin, and distributed taffy with 
& generous hand. 

The city was then a straggling village 
in the mud, but Hanleiter viewed it with 
a prophetic eye. Here js his pen picture of 
the town as he saw it: 

“We bring our city now in view, 
Where everything is fresh and new; 
It spreads itself for miles around, 
And mud and railroads much abound, 
Atlanta claims our contemplation, 
The greatest place jn all the nation; 
The center of our population, 

And finest point for legislation, 

Or any other occupation. 

A theme of endless admiration, 

And the turn-table of creation!’’ 


It will be seen from these extracts that 
it was the fashion fifty years ago for 
our local newspaper men to exhaust their 
superlatives when Atlanta was their 
theme. 

Colonel Hanleiter’s paper, The Southern 
‘Miscellany, had an interesting history. 
The colonel first published it at Madison, 
and in its columns appeared ‘Major 
Jones’s Courtship,’’ by W. T. Thompson. 
In 1847 he moved it to Atlanta, where it 
was published for several years, 

Hanleiter was descended from one of 
the Salzburg families of the famous colo- 
ny of Ebenezer, He Was prominently iden- 
tified with several leading publishers in 
Alabama and Georgia, and was active !n 
aiding many of our literary, commercial, 
military and benevolent enterprises. He 
died in Atlanta two or three years ago, at 
an advanced age, sincerely mourned by a 
large circle of relatives and friends. 


From the very first Atlanta was fortu- 
nate in attracting public spirited news- 
paper men who put in their best work for 
the town. 

It goes without saying that newspapers 
did not yield a profit here fifty years ago. 
As a rule, their owners lost money, but 
they were loyal to Atianta, and it was a 
labor of love to work for her interests. 
Among them were such men as Baker, 
Fernerden, Yarbrough and Ruggles in the 
early forties, Later Hanleiter, Peterson, 
Whittaker, Hambleton and Seals loomed 
up as the Jeaders in journalism. 

One of these publishers, Ruggles, re- 
turned to New York, his native state, be- 
fore the war, but he remained Atilanta’s 
steadfast and helpful friend, and was in- 
strumental in sending good citizens here 
with theic enterprise and capital. 

Of course, The Southern Miscellany and 
its contemporaries were far behind the 
newspapers of the present day, and the 
cost of equipping and running them was 
comparatively small. They were published 
at a time when our people patronized the 
newspapers of Macon, Augusta and Mil- 
ledgeville, and were not expected to equal 
the journals of those old cities. 


Still, our pioneer journalists should be 
gratefully remembered. They had a hard 
road to travel, and their rewards and 
honors were few. 

The Atlanta of the forties was a rough 
place. It had not outgrown the rudé cus- 
toms of Terminus and Marthasville, and 
an editor had to be very particular about 
the articles he wrote and printed. 

The average citizen of that generation 
knew how to use a gun or a cane when 
he objected to a newspaper item, and 
people were under the impression that 
an editor had no right to publish anything 
about personal and private matters with-> 
out permission. 

If an Atlanta journalist had published 
what we now call a model society column 
fifty years ago, he would have tégen 
driven out of town or roughly handled. 

Fights, murders, business failures and 
political disagreemtns had to be lightly 
and delicately treated. 

People used to think that it was the 
proper thing to assault or challenge an 
editor when he wrote or printed anything 
that ridiculed, insulted or injured a cit- 
izen, and even when a man bore a tough 
character he half redeemed himself when 
he gave @ newspaper man a licking for 
abusing him in print. 

In the good old times an editor Was ex- 
pected to credit everybody; pay his bills, 
help men into office, boom the town, make 
his office a public lounging place and take 
a back seat when political honors were 
distributed. 

It was also understood that he was to 
keep sensations out of his paper, and re- 
tail them in his daily talks with his vis- 
itors. 


Coléne! Hanleiter had two or three pre- 
decessors here, but he was practically the 
father of Atlanta journalism, and he left 
a more lasting impression upon it than 
any of our earlier editors. 

He was honest, fearless, versatile and 
a man of fine judgment and tact. 

When he wrote the carrier's address, 
which I have quoted from, he looked for- 
ward to the time when Atlanta would be 
a great city. In hig rhymes be spoke of 
its many railroads, though at that time 
it had only two or three. He also spoke 
of ita s‘‘the center of our population,’ and 
“the greatest place in alj the nation,’’ 
and higted at it as our future capital. Ev- 
~enathre om was looking beyond that period 
to an era of greater development. 

He was atypical Atlanta journalist, and 


was, in the days when he came here to 
grow up with the little cracker town in 
the woods.

CECIL RHODES, THE 
EMPIRE FOUNDER 


Perhaps Oom Paul Kruger knows, and 
perhaps he does not, just how much 
his personal hatred for Cecil Rhodes In- 
fluenced him when he flung his ultima- 
tum in England’s face and practically 
declared for war just when al] things 
were making hopefully for peace. 

‘That murderer’ is Oom Paul’s gen- 
tlest word in speaking of Rhodes, when 
indeed, he can so far overcome his 
loathing for the man as to refer to him 
at all. Next to religious fervor the pre- 
dominating sentiment in Oom Paul's 
mind is hatred for this grand English- 
man, who towers as a colossus among 
his countrymen in South Africa, just as 
Oom Paul towers a master spirit among 
the Boers there. 

When in 1871 Cecil Rhodes’s health gave 
way and he was obliged to leave col- 
lege, he consulted a physician, who told 
him he must go to a milder climate. He 
was a methodical old doctor, and in his 
private memorandum of the case fhe 
wrote as a footnote: “Cannot live six 
months.’’ P 

He was a thin-faced, Janky lad of 18 
years then, with dull eyes. His coun- 
tenance did not suggest intelligence and 
indicated nothing of force. That was 
only twenty-eight years ago. Now, he 
is the diamond king, the gold king, the 
railroad builder, the multi-millionaire 
among multi-millionaires, in his private 
humdrum capacity; in his public capacity 
he is the founder of a vast empire, a 
statesman who in Gladstone’s time was 
counted second only to the Grand Old 
Man himself; since Gladstone’s death, 
counted second to none in all the vast 
British dominions for relentiess force 
and sheer weight of personal power. 

“It is no use for us to have big ideals,”’ 
said Rhodes, once in conversation with 
his friend, Chinese Gordon, ‘‘unless we 
have money to carry them out.’’ 

That sentiment was the keynote of his 
early career in South Africa. He had 
big ideals and he needed a colossal] for- 
tune to carry them out. So he went and 
gz0t the colossal fortune, just as a car- 
penter would go and get his tools to do 
a piece of work. His one ideal, around 
which all other idealg centered, was a 
vast United States of South Africa. His 
dream was a compact federated nation 
like the United States of America. He 
stood first and above all things for the 
right of the governed to a voice in the 
government. No taxation without rep- 
resentation! No rule of an oligarchial 
ring! are the cries with which he has 
made South Africa ring until] they cul- 
minated in the demands for representa- 
tion which made Oom Paul throw down 
the gauntlet. How thoroughly he is im- 
bued with American ideas he is constant- 
ly showing in his utterances, private and 
public. When the rule home agitation 
was going on in England he exclaimed 
impatiently: ‘“‘Why don’t they go and 
read the constitution of the United 
States instead of speculating on this and 
doubting about that? There is no specu- 
lation or doubt about it. Home rule is 
not an experiment. It has been worked 
out and solved in the United States for 
more than a hundred years.”’ 

Another time, commenting on the vili- 
fication that was being poured in the 
English papers on South African ambi- 
tions and on him personally, he said: 
“That is the sort of talk that led to 
Bunker Hill. I am Joyal. The Cape is 
loyal. But continued injustice and mis- 
representation will alienate the most 
loyal. If England interferes with us— 
well, the United States of South Africa 
is not an ill-sounding name.”’ 

As to his wealth, it is up somewhere 
among those prodigious figures where a 
million or so does: not matter either 
way. Some place it at $75,000,000 and 
some at $150,000,000, and a figure between 
the two is probably about right. It is 
impossible for those who see him now 
to think of him as ever having been a 
weakling, sent abroad to die. He is six 
feet one inch tall in his shoes, and heavy 
and muscular in proportion. His appe- 
tite is a marvel. His gray eyes, some- 
what sunken in their orbits, have an 
almost melancholy expression, in curious 
contrast with the bold resolution of the 
other features. In speech, Rhodes is 
simple and direct and: in manner frank. 
He has waged severa] fierce wars with 
natives and he is building a railway and 
telegraph dine from Cairo to the Cape, 
to say nothing of the lines he has built 
in the Cape country itself. He has 
founded an empire—and he is but 46 
years old.

They do not know God. Their amazing 
power is out on an errand of evil. 
destructive instead of constructive. 

The text may be addressed to those 
whose minds are in a moral stupor—a 
condition superinduced by their prefer- 
ences. When Ulysses sent forth a few 
man to explore the strange island, they 
ate of the lotus and this so affected them 
they had no wish to make a report or do 
anything, except eat more lotus. In the 
‘moral world lotus eaters abound. 
'them with their sleeping fruit in their 
hand; as a result, the eclipse of con- 
science seems total. 

Woe find in this age a 
persons who live in the great zone, as 
Henry W. Bellows calls it, of decorum 
decency, of so-called civilized habits, of 
blameles tastes, of conformity to use- 
ful customs, of acquaintanre in what is 
krown to be expedient or necessary to po- 
‘sition and success, important to the or- 
der and prosperity of society, and most 
favored to what is respectable—but not in 
the spirit of Christianity. They live in the 
neutral territory lying between vice and 
virtue. 

There is something better intended for 
man. When God conferred upon man 
great mental robustness, he was expected 
to use it for lofty purposes. It must have 
pained His great nature when He saw to 
what uses men were putting thelr great 
energies. 

The great aim God had in view for man 
was not to teach men merely the glory 
of the life to come, but the sacredness of 
the life that now js—to make him realize 
the divinity of earth. If the Bible tearhes 
anything, it surely teaches that all the 
Rates of human triumph and happiness 
open to all who knock. Human system 
Cannot lift man to his best.

There is an old le- 
gend of a miraculous pitcher, that bubbled 
as fast as Bauris and Philemon drank. 

His 
grace ever flows forth toward that one 
Who seeks to enrich his being. 

One of the foremost sculptors of the 
world is the author of a striking statue 
Which adorns one of the public squares of 
New York. It represents the patriot Na- 
than Hale, at the supreme moment of his 
life, Standing with pinioned arms and an 
expression of exaltation on his face 
Which, it is said, strangely stirs even the 
casual passer by. Nor is this effect mere 
accident, for the artist, speaking to a 
friend of the statue, said not long ago, 
“I wanted to make something that would 
Set the bootblacks around there thinking; 
Something that would make them wish to 
be 80Mebody, and find life worth living.”

Dr. C. P. Bridewell delivered a strong 
and earnest sermon yesterday morning on 
foreign missions and the great need for 
/more extensive work in foreign counties 
by the churches of America. His text 
| was taken from Mark, xvi, 15: “Go ye 
‘into all the world and preach the gospel to 
all nations.’’ 
| Dr. Bridewell gave a scholarly review of 
'mission work in China, Africa and the 
countriesof the east to which the attention 
'of Christianity had been directed during 
the last twenty years. 

He declared that the church of America 
gave only one-sixteenth of one per cent 


'of its wealth to the cause of missions and 
'that the expenditure actually amounted 
to one cent a year for each heathen. The 
| pastor called on the ladies of the church 
'to rally and sustain a medical missionary 


in the east, pointing out that the actual 


cost of such an agent of the church was 
‘little over $400 a year. 


The sermon of Dr. Bridewell was the 


first delivered by him to his new charge 


on the subject of mission work, and much

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Rev. Dr. Theron H. Rice preached yes- 
terday morning to a very large congrega- 
tion, including many visitors to the city 
from II Peter, i, 10: ‘‘Wherefore the rath- 
er, brethren, give diligence to make your 
calling and election sure.”’ 

“The apostle was writing to those who 
were believers in Christ and possessicns 
through faith of all that Christ's right- 
eousness had purchased,’’ said Dr. Rice. 
“‘He prays that grace and peace may be 
multiplied into them through the knowl- 
edge of God. Growth in this knowledge 
was a guarantee of all God’s precious 
gifts, stored up in His promises. To this 
end they must be diligent in adding to 
faith virtue, to virtue knowledge, to 
knowledge temperance, to temperance pa- 
tience, to patience godliness, to godliness 
brotherly kindness, and to brotherly kind- 
ness charity. If these things abound, 
fruitfulness will result. Without this you 
have no evidence that you are a child of 
God. Wherefore, says the apostle, give 
diligence to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure. It is made plain that the path- 
way to both usefulness and happiness is 
the same diligent growth in grace. 

“Diligence is necessary to usefulness. 
God's people have been His from all eter- 
nity, the ‘elect,’ and therefore their sal- 
vation sure, but to make it manifest they 
must ‘work out’ what God ‘works. in’ 
them. They can assure themselves of 
their salvation or manifest it to others 
only through charity. This assurance 
stimulates to work, to uséfulness; and it 
is the only way to real happiness, as only 
he can be happy who feels that naught 
can harm him, for his sins are forgiven 
and he is in God's keeping.”

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The Rey. Dr. C. N. Donelson, of Wirk- 
wood, preached at the Tabernacle church 
yesterday morning in the absence of Dr. 
Broughton, who jis in Shreveport, lLa., 
conducting a revival. 

Dr. Denelson chose the text Romans 
viii, 28: ‘‘For we know tbat all things 
work together for good to them that love 
God, to them who are the ealled accord- 
ing to His purpose.”’ 

He declared that the clouds of life, the 
sorrows and anxieties we suffer, work for 
our good just as surely as do the jovs we 
experience. He related the story of Jo- 
seph and pictured how his being carried 
into Egypt worked for the good of his 
people, although Jacob at the time of his 
disappearance regarded it as a great af- 
fliction. 

‘“‘All the chastisements of life,”’ he said, 
“are but instruments in the hands of 
the Great Artisan to mold us into the 
image of Christ.

Only 
the pen of faith could have written these 
words and only the heart of faith can 
receive them.”’ 

He urged his hearers to be patient un- 
der affliction and to bear up cheerfully 
always remembering that it is only an- 
other movement in God's great plan to 
bring them nearer to the image of Christ. 


. FIRST CONGREGATIONAL. 
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Rev. H. H. Proctor’s sermon at the 
First Congrégational church yesterday 
morning was appropriate to the season 
of the year. His text was from Isaiah, 
Ixiv, 6: ‘‘We all do fade as a leaf.’ His 
theme was “‘The Falling of the Leaves,”’ 
and in part he said: 

‘‘Nature is nof merely an open book, 
but a living school mistress. Go into the 
open and learn some of the deepest truths 
of life. Does not the wasting cloud, the 
flowing river, the crumbling mountain, 
the sinking sun and the falling 
strongly suggest the fact of universal 
death? We do fade. 

‘‘Many die prematurely from neglect or 
worry or dissipation. But the great cause 


of death is sin, and this passes upon all 
at the predestined time. But for sin men 
would have been translated that they 
should not see death. 

“But we may still have victory over 
death. Christ brought life. In his teach- 
ings are these five realities: The father- 
hood of God, the saviorhood of Jesus, the 
friendhood of the Spirit, the supremacy of 
love and the transforming power. This 
is the life that mocks death. Man, like 
the leaf, sinks, but only to relive in the 
springtime of the world.’’
